In answer to the question about Deputy AtriXI Roger Craig I 
think this is the sane deputy >Aio esj&e to H|f outer oi'fles during 
the Oswald investigation, but I don't r«Bes.ber his ever being in 
Bgr office. I have talked idth the different effieers, ¥x, Sims, 
Kr. Boyd, Lt. 1. t. Baker and others who remimbar bis coning Into 
the outer office, aad Btktr resHBbers eaUing oe out of the 
office to speak to this nan as he was ar> officer and had no doubt 
been 0. K.'d into the outer office by the officers guarding the 
door. 

The window in the front of niy private office is approximatlly 
41 inches by 47 inches. I am sure this nan sUmding in the out- 
er offiee had no trouble in MMing Oswald, as there would <mly 
be a distance of six feet from this window; to where Oswald was 
sitting, and 1 can think of no reason wh^ I would need to bring hin 
in the office for identification after he had beei. looking at him 
through this window. 

The other part of his story I remwiber very little about as some- 
one else interviewed him, and I never felt that his infonsation 
wa3 of any value.
